


TRUSTEES'U-TURN ON 
YOUTH CLUB AUCTION 

■ BUILDING TO BE SOLD TO DEVELOPMENT TRUST FOR £60,000 


IN a dramatic u-turn, the 
trustees of the Club for 
Young People in Lyme 
Regis have withdrawn the 
Church Street premises 
from auction and agreed to 
sell the building to Lyme 
Regis Development Trust. 

The decision was made 
at a meeting of the trustees 
on Monday evening and 
confirmed in a press state¬ 
ment yesterday (Tuesday) 
morning.

Prior to that meeting, the 
former Church Hall build¬ 
ing was due to be auc¬ 
tioned in Plymouth on July 
21st, a decision which was 
widely condemned in the 
community and which 
prompted a public meeting 
on Thursday. 

At that meeting, called 
by the Lyme Regis Youth 


Action Group, the decision 
to auction the premises 
was described as “ap¬ 
palling and verging on the 
illegal”. 

The action group was 
given a unanimous man¬ 
date to try to stop the auc¬ 
tion and Lyme Regis Town 
Council was asked to call 
a special meeting to dis¬ 


cuss the issue. Calls were 
also made for existing 
trustees - Ken Meech, 
David Cozens, Audrey 
Coussens, Neil Pullinger, 
Ingrid Holland and Wendy 
Alexander - to “step aside” 
and let others take over 
who were committed to re¬ 
opening the premises as a 
youth club. 

A campaign had also 
been launched, co-ordi¬ 
nated by the Development 
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Trust, to raise £50,000- 
£60,000, the guide price, 
to make a bid for the build¬ 
ing at the auction. 

The statement issued by 
the trustees was as fol¬ 
lows: 

“Lyme Regis Club for 
Young People will not go 
to public auction. It has 
been taken off the market, 
and negotiations will take 
place to sell the unused 
Church Street premises to 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust with involvement 
from the Woodroffe 
School. 


“The decision was taken 
by the trustees on Monday 
when they received a writ¬ 
ten proposal for the first 
time ever. The trustees 
have been trying to secure 
the premises for youth 
purposes for over four 
years, but it was not until 
last Friday that written 
submissions were submit¬ 
ted. 

“The trustees stress that 
the decision to auction the 
premises was taken to ex¬ 
pedite action on the future

■ HOW long have you been working at The 
Woodroffe School for? 

I arrived down here on a one year temporary post in 1975 
to teach geography and I’m still here. So, 35-years later 
and I’m still at The Woodroffe School. 

■ WHAT kind of things have you done during your 
35 years at the school? 

As I progressed I was able to move up professionally. I 
was firstly in charge on geology and introduced this sub¬ 
ject to the timetable. After that I became head of geog¬ 
raphy. I then became head of faculty, which was 
geography, history and business studies. When the fac¬ 
ulty system was abandend, I wrote the timetable for a 
year, but I really wasn’t very keen on that. After that, I 
became Head of Sixth Form and an assistant head, for 
the last five years. 

■ IF you could change one thing about the school, 
what would it be? 

I would like for there to be more room. And I would love 
to have the swimming pool back. I miss the swimming 
pool, it was great for the summertime, and was very im¬ 
portant for the students to keep fit. Although I understand 
the economic issues that came with it. 

■ WHAT is your favourite thing about Lyme? 

My favourite thing about Lyme I think is the people, in 
both Lyme and Uplyme. All the people I have worked 
with, met, and all past and present students who work in 
the restaurants or in the shops and pubs, are all so pleased 
to see me. I always feel very blessed that this is the situ¬ 
ation. 

■ How long were you voluntering for the RNLI? 

I spent 21 years in the RNLI on the lifeboat. I joined in 
1980 because I’ve always loved the sea. I wanted to vol¬ 
unteer and put something in to the community. I’ve spent 
the past few years as senior helm. 



■ WHAT would you say were the best and worst 
things about being in the RNLI? 

I loved the comradery and the adrenaline buzz I got from 
attending shouts. My favourite thing without a doubt had 
to be the training. Challenging myself in rough sea con¬ 
ditions had to be one part I really enjoyed. The worst 
thing, undoubtly was the search for lost people or even 
people that had drowned. I still see the people that we had 
picked up after they had been in the sea for two or three 
weeks, particularly then reporting back to their relations. 
That really had to be the hardest thing. 
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■ DO you have any interesting stories from your 
time with the RNLi? 

Probably the scariest one was a while back. We were 
called really early on a calm summer morning and there 
was a really heavy mist with a visabilty of about five me¬ 
tres. We had a shout to look for a boat that had been lost 
of the coast of Seatown. Then we saw an object, which 
we thought was a person floating in the water, but turned 
out to be a Mickey Mouse balloon caught up on a log. So 
it was case of your heart thumping awayand feeling quite 
scared when actually it was only a balloon there, so it was 
funny at the same time. 

■ iF you couid invite three peopie to a dinner party, 
who wouid they be? 

Definitely Nelson Mandela, I think he’s wonderful and I 
have great respect for him and he would be terrific to talk 
to. I would also have to have Gareth Edwards there, they 
would probably get along, and he is a great Welsh scrum 
half who has always been one of my heroes. Finally, 
Jenny Agutter from The Railway Children and Walka¬ 
bout. 

if you were stranded on a desert isiand what three 
things wouid you take with you? 

Definitely some sort of music system as I just love music. 
I would like to take my ear plugs because I spend a lot of 
time in the water sailing and swimming so I get terrible 
earache where my ears get blocked up and I can’t hear 
the music. And the last thing would have to be a supply 
of red wine and if I could bring something else I would 
bring good quality welsh bitter as I do like my pint and a 
glass of wine.

of the club and are delighted with the positive 
nature of the response. 

“The trustees have agreed in principle to sell 
the club to the Development Trust for £60,000. 
The proceeds will be invested in Natwest Bank 
in the registered name of the Club for Young 
People to ensure that if the project to reopen 
the club fails all is not lost. 

“Money from the account will be used to dis¬ 
tribute funds annually to local youth groups 
who successfully apply for grants, having met 
the original aims of the club to provide appro¬ 
priate out of school activities for young peo¬ 
ple. 

“A legal document to the effect will be regis¬ 
tered with the Charity Commission. Having re¬ 
ceived the approval of the National Association 
of Clubs for Young People and the Commis¬ 
sion, the charity status will remain in perpetuity 
or until the fund is exhausted. 

“A meeting at the earliest possible opportu¬ 
nity will take place between representatives of 
the trustees, the development trust and the 
Woodroffe School, with headmaster Dr 
Richard Steward in attendance. 

“The trustees’ policy has always been to pre¬ 
serve a youth facility in Lyme Regis, and they 
have rejected interest from several developers 
over the years - even putting their own money 
into the coffers in a desperate attempt to retain 
a building condemned as unfit for purpose 


(confirmed by two 
surveys) and the 
prospect of ever 
rising costs to take 
it through another 
winter. 

“Although the 
tmstees have run a 
young people’s 
club over many 
years, the opera¬ 
tion of this service 
is the responsibil¬ 
ity of Dorset 
County; the 
trustees’ mandate 
is the management 
of the premises. 

“The county 
council was written to many weeks ago asking 
it whether it was prepared to invest revenue 
capital in the building and provide a youth 
service, but no reply has been received to date. 

“The club apologises to all who other parties 
who showed an interest in buying the club and 
thanks them for their patience.” 

Marcus Dixon welcomed the news and 
would like to thank the Club for Young Peo¬ 
ple’s management committee for reaching the 
decision to sell the building to the Develop¬ 
ment Trust. 

He said: “This is an opportunity to look to the 


future and provide a much needed well re¬ 
sourced youth club. It is also an opportunity for 
young people to be involved in how the build¬ 
ing will be used and we will be working with 
the Woodroffe School and the county chil¬ 
dren’s services and local people to create a fa¬ 
cility we will all be proud of.” 

Mr Dixon confirmed that the fundraising 
campaign will still go ahead. He added: “I 
don’t want people to think this is the end of it. 
This is just the beginning and we will be redou¬ 
bling our efforts to raise the money to buy and 
renovate the premises.” 

Sally Holman, chairman of the Lyme Youth 
Consortium, also welcomed the decision. She 
said: “I would like to thank all those who have 
helped to reach this position and we look for¬ 
ward to working with the various groups and 
agencies to deliver the youth club that Lyme 
deserves.” 

The task of co-ordinating the fundraising ef¬ 
forts will fall to 24 year-old Bridie Allen, an 
undergraduate at Plymouth University who has 
undertaken voluntary work at the InSPARation 
youth cafe. 

She is currently working on a number of 
ideas, imcluding the setting up of a website and 
the erection of a fundraising thermometer in 
the window of Country Stocks in Broad Street.

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AS the body of a Lyme Regis war hero was being cre¬ 
mated his only son spoke of the “unreal” bubble he has 
lived in since being cleared of his father’s murder. 

William Coop spoke to the View from Lyme Regis about 
the mystery he still believes surrounds the death of his fa¬ 
ther Bill Kenely, two months after the incident, which 
shook the town. 

Mr Coop, who changed his name after becoming the 
victim of mail fraud, chose not to attend the cremation in 
Weymouth on Monday as he said he and his father “never 
got along” but is hoping to obtain the ashes to take back 
to his hometown of Liverpool. 

Speaking about the day he found out about his father’s 
death, Mr Coop said: “I was arrested and charged with 
murder in Liverpool and that evening I was taken to Poole 
and kept for two days of basically continuous interview¬ 
ing. 

“It got to the point two hours before they had to charge 
me, but they had no evidence, zero evidence, and so they 
had to release me. 

“It was like being in a dream that lasted a week and even 
now it seems unreal. 

“In some ways it was probably better for me, because I 
had to spend two days proving my innocence. It wasn’t 
until later I became upset and annoyed with the police. 

“When I got home to Liverpool I found all the u-bends 
from my plumbing had been removed where the police 
were looking for a knife. 

“The police have dropped the charge but according to 
my lawyer the case will still be open.” 

The police went through Mr Coop’s mobile phone 
records and computer usage in the hours and days follow¬ 
ing Mr Kenely’s death. 

Police have said Mr Kenely, 82, died from self-inflicted 
wounds to his throat allegedly caused by a knife on May 
3rd at his Staples Terrace sheltered accommodation home.

Mr Coop is certain, how¬ 
ever, his father would not 
have taken his life, saying he 
was looking forward to the 
next 15 years, and even 
hoped to reach 100 years- 
old. 

“I spoke to a coroner and 
he said never, or it was very 
rare for a person to kill 
themselves with a knife, and 
very, very rare for a person 
to cut their own throat,” said 
Mr Coop. 

“The coroner has not been able to identify the knife that 
was allegedly used. I don’t know for sure if his throat was 
cut with knife, for all I know it was cut with a piece of 
glass or something. 

“They say he left the door open but he never, never left 
the door open. It’s not something you do in Liverpool 
where he grew up, unless you wanted all your stuff taken. 

“I’m at the point now where I’m clawing for any reason 
or logical solution, anything to give me a idea why he was 
murdered. Ithink it was murder and he didn’t commit sui¬ 
cide.” 

No date has yet been set for the hearing into the death 
after an inquest was opened and adjourned. 

Mr Coop plans to make a complaint to the Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission over his treatment in the case at a 
later date. 

Two representatives of the Lyme Regis branch of the 
Royal British Legion, chairman Ken Whetlor, and Keith 
Austin, attended Mr Kenely’s cremation service.

■ COUNCILLORS MEET TO ALLOCATE ANNUAL GRANTS 


LYME Regis Town Council met last night 
(Tuesday) to allocate grants to local organisa¬ 
tions. 

Over 20 organisations applied for a total of 
£40,929 with only £16,900 available. The 
largest request came from the Woodmead Halls 
Management Committee, who asked for 
£10,000 towards a £35,000 stage refurbishment 
project, which will include a third dressing 
room and office. 

Lyme Regis Football Club applied for £8,000 
towards their extension project, specifically to 
strip and renew the clubhouse roof, which will 
cost a total of £10,000. 

The Town Mill Trust requested £5,000 to¬ 
wards the remaining £10,000 needed to com¬ 
plete the restoration of the Malthouse. 

The Bridport and District Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau applied for £2,895, which will cover the 
cost of running the Lyme Regis outreach station

on Wednesdays, and the Operatic Society re¬ 
quested £2,500 towards the £14,000 cost of 
their next production. 

Other applicants included LymeForward, 
which requested £1,539 for transport costs for 
four daytrips for young people during the 
summer, and printing costs to advertise the 
trips. 

Organisers of Lyme Regis Fossil Festival ap¬ 
plied for £1,500, which is only a small per¬ 
centage of the £87,500 cost of running the 
event in 2011. 

Lyme Regis Majorettes asked for £1,160 to¬ 
wards travel costs for 2010 events and a new 
website, the museum requested £1,094 to¬ 
wards the £14,544 cost of improving displays, 
and LymeArts Community Trust applied for 


£1,063 to carry out a structural survey of the 
Marine Theatre. 

Other applicants were Axe Valley Ring and 
Ride, which requested £1,000 towards their 
£58,160 project to provide community transport 
for those with special needs. 

Lyme Youth Arts’s “B Sharp!” project applied 
for £940 to pay tuition fees and hire venues in 
preparation for a performance at the Eden Proj¬ 
ect and a summer programme of activities, 
which will cost a total of £5,900. 

Lyme Regis Gig Club asked the council for 
£700, to go towards the cost of a new wooden 
gig totalling £20,000, and Lyme Regis Junior 
Band requested £639, which will cover the 
costs of new drum skins, vinyl graphics, drum 
cases, slings and harnesses. 

The youth section of Lyme Regis Football 
Club applied for £600 to allow managers to at¬ 
tend training courses including first aid. 

Lyme Bay Photographic Club, Lyme Youth 
Theatre and Victim Support Dorset each ap¬ 
plied for £500. The photographic club would 
like to buy new digital projection equipment, 
whilst the youth theatre would put the money 
towards the £12,170 cost of productions and 
Victim Support would use it for training, which 
costs a total of £3,269. 

Smaller requests came from the Town Mill 
Arts Guild, asking for £400 towards a £2,250 
computer, and finally, Lyme Regis ArtsFest or¬ 
ganisers applied for £200 towards the 2010 
event and the Pantomime Society also asked for 
£200 for a new backcloth for their upcoming 
show “Sinbad the Sailor”. 


Second web-cam for Lyme? 


COUNCILLORS are hoping to install a second web-cam on the 
seafront in Lyme Regis, providing views of the beaches over 
the internet. 

The town's first web-cam, installed on the Cobb, has proved 
to be the most popular feature of the town council's official 
tourism website, www.lymeregis.org. 

The second web-cam will be installed on the roof of the 
Marine Theatre, providing views of the east end of the 
seafront. The camera will cost a total of £2,500, which is 
£2,000 cheaper than the first web-cam, despite being a 


much higher guality and offering over 100 different views. 

The official tourism website has proved extremely popular 
since its launch over a year ago, with 22,838 visits in May, 
compared to 17,723 in May 2009. 

Website creators DoubleDesign hope that plans to include 
the second web-cam, as well as more advertisers, will boost 
figures further.

New safety boat for gig club 


LYME Regis Gig Club has launched a 
second-hand Royal Marine rib as its new 
safety boat. 

The speedy rib has been named “Con¬ 
way” after the training ship HMS Conway 
and associated Conway Club. 

HMS Conway was built in 1859 to train 
young men for the British Merchant Navy, 
but it soon grew in popularity and served 
all kinds of seafarers. The men would 
spend two years training in skills such as 
seamanship and navigation, as well as a 
regular school ciriculum. 

It was moved to North Wales from its 
original home on the Mersey in Liverpool 
during the Second World War but, in 
1953, when it was moved again, the ship 
was grounded by the tide and eventually 
lost. The Conway Club now maintains a 
social relationship between former cadets 
of HMS Conway. 

A short launching ceremony was held 
for the gig club’s safety boat on the Slip¬ 


way on Thursday afternoon. Chairman 
Marcus Dixon paid tribute to one of the 
club’s founding members, the late 
Michael Rushforth, who first established 
connections between the gig club and the 
Conway Club. 

He also thanked Captain Mike Rowe, 
who donated his launch to the club so they 
could sell it and raise money for their 
safety boat. 

Mr Dixon added: “The gig club is only 
three years old and in that time we have 
achieved a lot. This is all thanks to a re¬ 
markable group of people who have 
thrown their lot into the club. 

“This safety boat is very important, as 
the club cannot develop any further unless 
we have it.” 

The launch was also attended by Con¬ 
way Club member Captain Ian Hopkin¬ 
son, who officially named the boat 
“Conway” and poured champagne over it 
to wish it luck.

“It’s obviously of great concern to us but all we can 
do is put pressure on the water board.” 

Mr Lewis told the View from Lyme Regis after the 
meeting that he had been told by a district council of¬ 
ficial that more recent water samples were “excellent”. 

The Tourism and Advertising Sub-committee also 
discussed how the story was covered in the BBC series 
“Countryfile”, presented by John Craven. 

Councillor Peter Williams said the programme had 
“slaughtered Lyme Regis” and many agreed the facts 
were unfairly reported. 

The town clerk added: “It is worrying that it will put 
people off coming to Lyme Regis, but there have been 
no signs of this so far.” 

Mr Lewis instantly sent out press releases and con¬ 
tacted South West Water to organise an urgent meeting 
to solve the problem. 

Councillor Cozens said that whilst the issue was of 
concern to the town it was “the water board’s responsi¬ 
bility to solve”. 

Mr Lewis reported that a meeting with South West 
Water would be held in Lyme Regis shortly, mainly fo¬ 
cussing on the River Lym and how problem areas can be 
fixed. 

He said: “Either South West Water needs to solve these 
problems or we need to and then bill them for it.

the past few months. 

Feelings ran very 
strong at the meeting 
and as you can imagine, 
the trustees didn’t come 
out of it very well. 

I fully back the cam¬ 
paign to keep the club 
as a going concern but 
have not been in a posi¬ 
tion to give the trustees’ 
viewpoint simply be¬ 
cause they were not pre¬ 
pared to talk to me. 

I waited until yester¬ 
day (Tuesday) morning 
before writing the front 
page story on the public 
meeting and the subse¬ 
quent launch of a 
fundraising campaign 
for Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust to make a 
bid at the auction. 

It was pretty strong 
stuff which would have 
made uncomfortable 
reading for the trustees. 
I intended to devote this 


column to a call for com¬ 
monsense to prevail and 
for the trustees to con¬ 
sider dealing direct with 
the Development Trust 
rather than running the 
risk of a developer com¬ 
ing in, buying the prem¬ 
ises and sitting on the 
property for a few years 
before making a killing. 

And then out of the blue, 
just as I was putting the 
finishing touches to the 
front page, a statement 
from the trustees popped 
up on my email. 

At last, I thought. Com¬ 
monsense has indeed pre¬ 
vailed. 

With the Development 
Trust’s Marcus Dixon on 
holiday, I was able to 
break the news to him 
and also to Sally Holman, 
chairman of the Lyme 
Regis Youth Consortium, 
set up by Lyme Forward 
to spearhead the drive for 


better facilities for the 
town’s young people. 

Both were delighted 
that there now seems a 
way forward to achieve 
their aims, although 
the raising of £60,000 to 
buy the building and 
then the funds to make 
it habitable (said to be 
as much as £300,000) 
will be an enormous 
challenge. 

Others I spoke to 
thought the trustees 
could have gone one 
better and sold the 
building to the Devlop- 
ment Trust for a pound. 

Their argument was 
that a great deal of the 
money to buy the origi¬ 
nal boys’ club was 
raised locally and at 
least that percentage 
should go back to the 
community. 

So what happens to 
the £60,000 that the De-

velopment Trust will 
have to stump up. It will 
be banked and used as a 
fund for local youth 
groups to apply for grant 
aid. 

The time has now 
come to forget the past 
and get on with the task 
in hand. Lyme Regis has 
a wonderful reputation 
for rallying to the cause 
and I am sure the town 
will respond as it always 
does to the fundraising 
campaign. Undergradu¬ 
ate Bridie Allen, who 
has an interest in youth 
work, has taken on the 


rather daunting task of 
co-ordinating the vari¬ 
ous activities and I’m 
sure I will be writing 
about these in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Marcus and his team 
will now have the time 
to put together a strategy 
to take the project for¬ 
ward rather than having 
to meet a five-week dead¬ 
line to raise the cash. 

Finally, a word of 
praise for Mark Gage 
who chaired last week’s 
public meeting. He did 
an excellent job under 
difficult circumstances. 


■ MORE good publicity for Lyme Regis this 
week.

R ealising he had 

the potential to be a 
good athlete, Paul 
Blake beeame frustrated by 
the laek of specialist 
coaching available for him 
to progress. That wasn’t 
any reflection on Dorch¬ 
ester Athletics Club where 
Paul had been training for 
a year; it was a fact that 
they had no experience 
coaching disabled athletes. 

In his frustration he de¬ 
cided to do something 
about it and found a race at 
Crystal Palace for disabled 
runners, and promptly reg¬ 
istered himself for it.

Coach Peter Eriksson 
inviting him to be part of 
the development pro¬ 
gramme for the 2012 
Olympic team. 

He currently trains at

This story is even more 
remarkable because it was 
only last August that he 
took to running seriously. 
Prior to that, despite being 
fiercely competitive, he 
felt that he had been ig¬ 
nored because of his dis¬ 
ability even though he was 
often better than able bod¬ 
ied sportsmen. 

Twenty-year-old Paul’s 
story is even more incredi¬ 
ble because he was bom a 
quadriplegic, and given lit¬ 
tle chance of survival. 

He was bom fifteen min¬ 
utes after his identical twin 
brother, Alex, weighing 
just under two kilos. The 
cord was round his neck, 
he wasn’t breathing and 
was very limp and pale. He 
had suffered a massive 
haemorrhage sometime be¬ 
fore his birth as a result of 
a condition known as Twin 
to Twin Transfusion Syn¬ 
drome (TTTS). Before 26 


weeks this is normally 
fatal. The twins were bom 
at 36 weeks which gave 
them a better chance of sur¬ 
vival, but the acute nature 
of the syndrome meant that 
there was a higher risk of 
handicaps. 

His brain was also 
starved of oxygen for eight 
hours during the first 24 
hours of his life, suggesting 
he might be severely men¬ 
tally disabled as well. 

Over the first week Paul 
developed many extreme 
conditions including scle¬ 
rema, a potentially fatal 
condition where the fat tis¬ 
sues in the body harden, 
and acute renal failure. He 
suffered fits and apnoea 
and was given a very poor 
prognosis. 

His mother Kate said: “I 
had many discussions with 
both God and his consult¬ 
ant and it was decided that 
the outcome needed to be 
miraculous!” 

His father admitted: 
“Having had three other 
children, all bom healthy, I 
underestimated the degree 
of severity and didn’t re¬ 
alise it was life threatening

initially.” 

Every day Paul became a 
little stronger and after two 
weeks it became obvious 
he wasn’t going to die but 
that he had a number of 
problems. 

Alex was not without his 
problems either. The strain 
on his heart from having 
too much blood in his 
body nearly caused his 
heart to fail but jaundice 
took over in the nick of 
time and broke down the 
blood cells. 

A year later Alex, had 
overcome most of his ail¬ 
ments, whilst Paul re¬ 
mained sickly. 

For the next few years 
the family lived in a state 
of half denial and half in 
developing and delivering 
an intense programme of 
physical and emotional ex¬ 
ercise. The whole family, 
including Paul’s other sib¬ 
lings, Laura (now 29), 
Ellie (25) and Billy (23), 
joined in, spending hours 
manually exercising Paul’s 
limbs and then later en¬ 
couraging him to stand in 
the correct position and 
stroking him with soft 
paint bmshes either side of 
his spine to stimulate his 
neurological pathways, 
and wiggling his toes. 

Dad recalled: “We all 
used to massage and ma¬ 
nipulate all parts of his 
body and forced him to 
move around, and we are 
convinced this helped 
clear 75 per cent of his fu¬ 
ture problems.” 

He also had to wear spe¬ 
cial built up boots to help 
correctly align the bones 
and support the arches in 
his feet, and dad recalled 
with a chuckle: “They 
were made in Holland and 
were by far the best thing 
we had for him.” 

Paul had a normal up¬ 
bringing, and was not al¬ 
lowed to sit things out. His 
brothers and sisters treated 
him in exactly the same 
way as they did each other 
- often teasing, but never 
allowing him to play the 
“disabled card”. 

In fact, he took part in all 
their races on the beach, 
despite being practically 
unable to walk, and 
later, because he was un¬ 
able to ride a bike 
and wobbled too 
much when sitting on their 
saddles, they made him 
run behind them when 
going to visit friends. 

Kate said: “This was the 
start of his endurance 
training - although we did¬ 
n’t know it at the time. We 
were all pretty merciless 
when it came to his odd, 
physical movements but 
we continued to refuse to 
accept that he wouldn’t 
‘get better’ despite obvi¬ 
ous neurological signs. It 
wasn’t until an educa¬ 


tional psychologist sug¬ 
gested that Cerebral 
Palsy could be the cause 
of his problems that we 
began to accept his condi¬ 
tion.” 

It was not only his par¬ 
ents that were in denial of 
his problems, Paul also 
wouldn’t accept help. 

“I wanted to prove my¬ 
self, but people were look¬ 
ing at me in a different 
way because of my dis¬ 
abilities. I was adamant I 
didn’t need help,” he said. 

The family had moved 
down to Blandford from 
London three years before 
the twins were born, and 
they attended the normal 
primary schools, before 
moving to Milldown Mid¬ 
dle School. 

Both Paul and Alex ex¬ 
celled at most sports, and 
Paul became very frus¬ 
trated when he was over¬ 
looked at the expense of 
his able-bodied rivals. 

He recalls his time as a 
goalie at the age of 13 or 
14, when he was never se¬ 
lected for the school team 
despite being equal in 
ability to two other lads. 

Said Paul: “My kicking 
was not as strong as theirs, 
but I was equal to them 
otherwise, but I was never 
selected. Yet I played in 
goal for Blandford Rovers 
youth team and we won 
the league; the only time 
in the seven years that 
they had achieved it, so I 
couldn’t have been too 
bad.” 

Soon after they were 
forced to relocate to Ab- 
botsbury when a proposed 
move for the family to 
India to run a bed-and- 
breakfast establishment 
fell through at the last 
minute and they had al¬ 
ready sold their house in 
Blandford. 

Paul continued to excel 
in all sports. His first real 
success in athletics was 
winning the Della Jones 
Mile whilst at Milldown 
where he won by a huge 
distance against able bod¬ 
ied runners. His friend 
James Baker persuaded 
him to join Wimbome 
Athletics Club where he 
trained in middle distance 
running for a year, but his 
perceived prejudice 
against disabled people 
and lack of specialist 
training discouraged him 
from building on the suc¬ 
cess, so he turned to roller 
blading. 

“A new skatepark 
opened and I decided to 
take it up and really en¬ 
joyed it,” he said. 

He also became inter¬ 
ested in basketball and 
joined Bridport with his 
brother Alex, again some¬ 
thing he really enjoyed, al¬ 
though he wasn’t selected 
that often, unlike his 
brother. 

Alex in fact looks like he 
might emulate his 
brother’s exceptional 
sporting prowess, but in 
basketball. He was noticed 
by Filton College Bristol 



Academy of Sport, home 
of the Basketball Acad¬ 
emy, where he has just 
finished a two year 
course. 

He achieved England 
level but had to put sport 
on hold to finish his aca¬ 
demic studies. However, 
he intends to resume his 
pursuit of international 
status when he attends 
Plymouth University in 
September where he 
hopes to play for top UK 
side Plymouth Raiders. 

Paul meantime returned 
to athletics at Dorchester, 
but this time instead of 
giving up in frustration, 
made a positive decision 
which puts him on the 
threshold of a wonderful 
success story. 

Paul is a very polite, 
unassuming young man 
and physically does not 
appear to have the prob¬ 
lems he does, a problem 
which extends not only in 
everyday life but also 
within athletics. 

Kate explains: “Non ac¬ 
ceptance or denial has 
been a double edged 
sword. On the one hand it 
has enabled him to be¬ 
come the athlete that he is 
today, but on the other, his 
hard work has masked his 
disability to such an ex¬ 
tent that many, especially 
in the work place cannot 
understand how someone 
who appears so ‘normal’ 
has so much difficulty 
with physical tasks. They 
fall into the trap of assum¬ 
ing that he must have a 
mental disability which is 
quite frustrating. Even 
within disability athletics 
they are still trying to de¬ 
termine whether or not he 
should continue to hold a 
T36 classification (track 
athlete with cerebral palsy 
affecting all four 
limbs) because he is so 
phenomenal. It would be 
ironic if they de-classified 
him because he is too 
able. We remind him that 
many people thought Seb 


Coe was too good to be 
true and must have 
cheated in some way - 
many people also think 
the same of Usain Bolt.” 

One problem the family 
face is supporting Paul fi¬ 
nancially to help achieve 
what every athlete 
dreams, the opportunity 
of Olympic success. 

It is estimated that it 
will cost around £10,000 
a year to cover his travel¬ 
ling expenses, kit and 
equipment but he cur¬ 
rently only receives a 
small grant of £2,000 
from the authorities. He 
supplements this working 
two days a week in the 
Town Mill Bakery in 
Dorchester but it is obvi¬ 
ously not enough to cover 
his costs. 

The family have aheady 
made so many sacrifices 
both emotionally and fi¬ 
nancially it would be trav¬ 
esty if an opportunity like 
this were to be denied 
someone who has over¬ 
come so much, and there¬ 
fore through the View 
From we are appealing 
for sponsors to help him 
achieve his goal.

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme 
Regis on the 11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James'claim to the throne, following 
the death of Charles II. He assembled an army in 
excess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor 
in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five 
Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were 
executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and im¬ 
prisoned in the Tower of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, probably of natural causes.

Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned 
while in theTower and that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and walled up in the Court¬ 
room - now the Oakroom.
